AT CALCU rrA, 
Iustration on our front page may help to give some notion of 
the scene of dev ast. ation on the banks of the River Hooghly at 
Calcutta, immediately after the tremendous storm of Wednesday, the 
5th of _ ober. Our Engraving is copied from a photographic view 
taken by Mr. F. Fisk Williams on the day after the hurricane, It 
appears that the weather on Tuesday, the 4th, was showery, with 
light and variable winds, and occasionally with some lightning ; buat 
it was not till an hour after midnight 


that the barometer began to 
fall, the wind being then light from the N.E. In the morning the 
wind gradually freshened, with squalls and heavy rain, till about 
ten o’clock, when it veered to the east and blew with increased fury. 
Between eleven and twelve oclock, the wind having a southerly 
direction, it became evident that a true cyclone or revolving 
storm, to which the site of Calcutta is peculiarly exposed, was 
about to visit that city, yet with more terrible violence than 
ever before.

BRITISH NORTH AMERICA, 

The Intercolonial Conference, which began its sittings at Quebec on 
the 0th ult., closed its proceedings on the 27th. A despatch from 
Montreal states that the report of the proceedings and resolutions of 
the Conference is to be brought home by the Hon. J. A. Macdonald, 
Attorney-General, for her Majesty's approval. Until after this event, 
the same secrecy as heretofore will be observed. Should the Ro al 
sanction be given to the decisions of the delegates, it is probable that 
an early Session of Parliament will be held in this province. The 





delegates from the lower provinces were entertained at a déjeuner at 
Montreal on the 2%th, Three hundred people were present. The 
Mayor, Mr. J. 8, Beaudry, occupied the chair, Among the leading 
speakers were Sir Fenwick Williams, K.C.B.; Colonel Dyde, Sir R. 
Macdonnel ; Hon. Dr. Tupper, Premier of Nova Scotia; Hon. Mr. 
Archibald, Colonel Gray, the ‘Hon. Mr. Shea, the Hon, Mr. Cartier, 
and the Hon. Messrs, M‘Gee and Galt. Many persons had enter- 
tained the idea that the partial revelation, at least, of the Confede- 
ration scheme would be divulged; but the utmost reticence was 
observed, ‘The tone of the speeches was particularly loyal, and met 
with deserved approbation. The delegates from the maritime pro- 
vinces have been féted in brilliant style in the principal towns of 
Canada West. 

The population of the States which are Se form the Confederation 
of British America is as follows, viz.:—Upper Canada, 1,600,000 ; 
Lower Canada, 1,200,000; Nova Scotia, 320,000; New Brunswicl k, 
260,000 ; Newfoundland, 150,000 ; and Prince Edward Island, 90,000 : 
total, 3,600,000, 

After some hesitation on the part of the Hon. M. Edmonds, who 
represents the United States Government, the further proceedings ia 
connection with the trial of the St. Albans raiders have been trans- 
ferred from St. John to Montreal. The Judges at Montreal had 
refused to grant a writ of habeas corpus for the raiders, on the ground 
that they were still under the magistrates’ jurisdiction, and that no 
commitment had been made. A judicial investigation into the affair, 
under the Ashhurton Treaty, was in progress at Montreal. 

During the month of September 1461 immigrants arrived in Quebec, 
of whom 529 sailed from England, 451 from Ireland, 337 from 
Scotland, and 144 from Norway. The total number of immigrants 
who have arrived during the present year is 17,970, an increase of 
698 over the corresponding period of 1463, The demand for agri- 
cultural lalLourers and female servants was large throughout the 
season, and no difficulty was experienced in finding work for those 
suited to the wants of the country. 

By an act of the Canadian Legislature the city of Hamilton has 
been authorised to compromise its debenture debts by exchanging the 
existing debenture bonds, which bore six per cent per annum interest 
for new ones payable thirty years hence, and bearing interest, payable 
half-yearly, for the first ten years at four per cent per annum, for the 
second ten years at five per cent, and for the third ten years at six per 





cent, This arrangement has been accepted by the bondholders in 
Great Britain, The debenture debts of Hamilton amount to £144,600 
sterling and £91,470 currency for and towards the construction of 
the Gieat Western, Galt and Guelph, Hamilton and Port Dov 
and Preston and Berlin Railways; and to £117,550 sterling and 
£46,789 currency for the construction of waterworks. 

Notice has been given in the British Columbian Gazet/e that Dr 
Rae was expected in that colony by way of the Rocky Mountains, 
completing his survey of the proposed line of telegraph, and that the 
Governor requested all magistrates and other public oflicers to furnish 
him with such aid and assistance as he might require.

AMERICA 

We had hoped that the New York or the City of Glasgow would 
have brought us news of the result of the presidential election.

The Confederate iron-clad ram Albemarle, which had caused much 
uneasiness to the Federals in the inner waters of North Carolina, has 
been destroyed. One launch was sunk by the Confederate fire, and 
nearly its entire crew lost. It appears that the destruction of the 
ram was accomplished by a boat with a “ torpedo attachment. 
correspondent of the New York Times states that the Federals have six 
boats, about the size of a ship’s launch, fitted up with torpedo 
apparatus.

The United States gun-boat Undine was captured by the Con- 
federates at Fort Herman on the Tennessee River. 

The Tallahassee and the Chickamauga, the two Confederate cruisers 
which escaped from Wilmington, had destroyed six vessels off the 
Northern coast ; and a third Confederate privateer was also said to be 
and to have made a capture, 

President Davis had appointed the 16th inst. for a day of 
thanksgiving for recent successes of the Confederate arms, 

The Richmond Sentinel, the organ of the Confederate Government, 
recommends the arming of the slaves. 

President Lincoln has proclaimed the Nevada territory a State of the 
Union, 

At a mass mecting of merchants and bankers, held in Wall-strect, 
in favour of M‘Clellan, President Lincoln’s abolition policy was cou- 
demned, and it was resolved that the financial and commercial 
interests of the country required a change of administration, 

The war democracy have held a meeting in New York. General 
Dix read an address refusing to support the Chicago nominee or plat- 
form and recommending the reorganisation of the democracy. 

Secretary Seward had announce ed to the Mayors of Buffalo and New 
York #hat he’ had received information of the existence of a conspiracy 
in Canada to send incendiaries into the principal Northern cities on the 
day of the presidential election. The Mayor of New York had 
replied that he disbelieved the information, but was prepared to 
maintain the public safety ; and the Democratic journals accused the 
Government of inventing the whole story in order to have a pretext 
for proclaiming martial law. 

A Democratic torchlight procession was attacked on the night of 
the 30th ult. in Philadelphia,“ and a serious fight ensued, in which a 
pimber of pereons were severe ly ix jure d and two killed.

ILLUSTRATIONS OF THE WAR IN JAPAN, 


We this week publish two Engravings from the sketches made by 
Mr. C. Wirgman, our Special Artist and Correspondent in Japan, who 
was present on board one of the ships in the allied squadron during 
the attack upon the batteries of the Daimio Prince of Nagato, in the 
Strait of Simonosaki, on Sept. 5 and 6. The situation of “this place, 
at the western entrance of the Suwonada, or Inland Sea of Japan, was 
fully described in our last. The province of Nagato, to which the 
northern shore, with the town and port of Simonosaki, belongs, is 
ruled by a daimio named Chiushiu, one of those powerful vassals of 
the Tycoon who, like the feudal princes of Germany or France in the 
Middle Ages, while they own a nominal subjection to the Imperial 
authority, are very apt to have a policy of their own and 
maintain a certain amount of warlike forces at their own 
disposal, Several of these daimios, within their half-inde- 
pendent local jurisdiction, have attempted, on more than one 
occasion, to defeat the operation of those treaties by which the 
covereign Government at Jeddo had promised that Exropean commerce 
should enjoy free access to the Japanese shores, The Prince of Satzuma, 
it will be recollected, was compelled by the bombardment ¢ of Kagosima 
a twelvemonth ago, to give satisfaction for the injuries which had 
resulted to some of our countrymen from this course of proceeding. 
The Prince of Nagato, who has persisted in closing the passage 
of Simonosaki against foreign vessels, having disregarded, for his 
part, the warning lesson that he ed from a British squadron 
in August, 1863, it was lately resolved by her Majesty’s Plenipotentiary, 
Sir Rutherford Alcock, in conjunction with the French, Dutch, and 
American diplomatists at the Court of Jeddo, to send a joint naval 
expedition for the purpose of disarming the hostile batteries and 
forcing the entrance of this channel, The shiy war detailed for 
this undertaking were as follow :—English—T! yalus, the Tartar, 
the Conqueror, the Barossa, the Perseus, the Argus, the Coquette, and 
the Bouncer. under the command of Rear-Admiral Sir A. K iper ; 
French—The Semiramis, the Dupleix, and the Tancride, wnder the 
command of Vice-Admiral Juarés; Dutech—The Metallen-Cruz 
the Djambi, the Medusa, and the Amsterdam. The American 
Minister, having no vessel of war at command, chartered 
the Ta-Kiang, on board of which the United States flag 
was displayed, in order to show 

with the other Powers, On the 

squadron of sixteen vessels, with an aggregate armament of 250 guns, 
conveying also a detachment of the Royal Es ginecrs and a force of 
500 marines to serve as a landing party, sailed from Yokohama and 
arrived on the 4th of September before Simonosaki. In the afternoon 
of the following day the attack was commenced, The vessels were 
posted as shown in our Engraving, the plan being that the cor- 
vettes were to form in a line along the south side of the channel, while 
the vessels of a lighter draught of water, remaining under steam, should 
direct c cross fire again t all the batteries, de filing along the north side 
from Cape Kuneaki; finally, the two frigates of the Admirals, the 
Euryalus and the Semiramis, advancing between the two lines, should 
direct their fire against the batteries appearing to offer the greatest 
resistance. At four p.m, eac h of the vessels was at its post. The 
Euryalus, with Sir A. Kuper’s flag at her mizen-yard, is represented 
nearly in the centre of our Engraving g ; the Semiramis, bearing the flag 
of the Frenck Admiral, is at the extreme left ; and the Amsterdam, the 
Dutch flag-ship, is a little to the right hand of the Euryalus ; the small 
steamer Ta- Ki ang, with the American ensign, lies between the Euryalus 
and the Semiramis. A portion of the hull of the Con iq 
the extreme right. The smaller vessels beyond, ly 
shore, are arranged in two divisions, The corvettes form one division, 
to the left hand, consisting of the Tartar, Dupleix, Metallen-Kruz, 
Barossa, Djambi, and Leopard : besides which the Coquette, somewhat 
detach ea from the rest of the squadren, lies nearer the French Admiral, 
to the left hand. ‘The corvettes are anchored opposite three of the 
batteries, with which they aye hotly engaged. The battéry shown in 
the opening between the Euryalus and the Amsterdam is one o 
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£ 
fifteen guns. Under the hill, to the right hand, is seen the flying 
quadron, composed of the Perseus, Medusa, Tancréde, Argus, « 

Bouncer, exchanging fire with the batteries in front of them, These 
vessels, with the Coquette, were kept under steam, so that they could 


be shifted from place to place during the action. The first shots were 
fired by the corvettes, and instantly returned. For about twenty 
minutes the Japanese fire was very livel but when the 
light squadron took part in the conflict, the two frigates, 
presenting their - broadsides, opened with thei great guns, most 
of the guns on shore were soon silenced. Captain : Kingst m (Perseus) 
and Chevalier Caseinbrood (Medusa) landed about seven o’clock and 














spiked a great many guns, and then retired—a, most daring act, as the 
enemy were in the woo s firing at them. The Coquette and the 
Tancréide continued w dark to maintain a conflict with the Red 
Pattery (otherwise called ‘* Battery No. 7"), which lies at the foot of 








the hill a little way to the right in our View of the first day's action. 
It was this battery which at daybreak next morning opened fire u rm yn 
the corvette equadron, ‘ shown in our second Engraving, where tl 

corvettes Tartar, Dupleix, Metallen-Kruz, Barossa, Djambi, a d 
Leopard appear still in the same positions which they held the day 
before. Preparations were then made for landing. At nine o'clock 
precisely a force of about 1900 men, including the marines, engineers, 
and sailors, were put ashore; 1400 of these were supplied by the 
English ships. The seamen of the Euryalus, led by Captain Alexander, 
were first ordered to climb a hill upon which there was a battery of a 
single large gun, but when they reached the top they found that the 
gun had been taken away, and the enemy had taken shelter in a neigh- 
bouring wood, from which they fired upon our men, It cost much 
trouble to clear away the shwood that hindered the further advance 
of this party of bluejackets, and by the time they had descended the 
hill on the other side the marines had taken possession of the four-gun 
battery without much resistance, In the mean time the French had 
got into the fifteen-gun battery, which was about a thousand yards 
distant ; and another battery, mounted with nine gun a3 presently 
abandoned by the Japanese. It was the work of several hours to 
overturn all these guns and break up their carriages, during which 
time the sailors were a good deal annoyed by the enemy's fire from a 
wooded ravine at the back, where the Japanese had posted two or 
three of their heavy guns, About six o'clock in the evening an attack 
was made on this position by the marines and sailors, It was here 
that Captain Alexander was disabled by a severe wound in the foot, 
and the storming party were assailed with round shot and shell from 
the battery, as well as musketry and arrows from the Japanex 
six hundred) by whom it was defended. The position was covered by 
a wooden stockade, behind which some huts or barracks were erected. 
The enemy, however, did not wait for the approach of our men, but 
tock to flight, making an attempt to sct fire to their magazines. The

flames were soon extinguished, and a large quantity of arms and 
ammunition fell into the hands of our men. As it was dark by this 
time, they now re ned cn board ship: the Frenchmen had re- 
embarked come bourse befor, Next morning, at di ybreak, fc 








vessels of the allied squadron moved on to the forts at Hakus'ma; 
but the successes of the previous day and the play of th e Armstrong 


guns induced the occupants of these forts to retire. The Barossa 





and Leopard took charge of the captured guns, spiking some and 
taking others on board. On the same day, a flag of truce was 


sent off in a boat, under charge of one of the Japanese who had 
lately been in England. In the course of that day the signal of 
truce was hoisted all over the fleet, and it was understood 
that the Prince of Nagato had made his peace with the 
Allics. The total loss sustained throughout the entire fleet does 
not exceed one hundred killed and wounded, that of the 
English squadron being fifteen killed and forty-nine wounded, Sixty 
bronze cannon and three mortars were brought on board the ships. 
On the 10th the three allied divisions anchorel off the town of 
Simonosaki, and a Minister of Nagato, furnished with full powers, 
came off to the Admirals to demand the cessation of hostilities and 
d-ww up the bases of a convention, the principal arrangements of 
which are the following :—The opening of the Strait of Simonosaki 
to the vessels of all nations; the batteries neither to be armed nor 
1epaired.. The Allied Powers to receive an indemnity; the am unt 
to be fixed by their representatives at Jeddo. On the 16th of 8 “p- 
tember, when the courier left, the Admirals awaited the ratifications, 
and were prepariug to return to Yokohama. 

We have engraved on another page three more Illustrations of 
Japan, from the sketches of Mr. F. L. Bedwell. The first represen‘ 
the Palace of one of the daimios, at a place called Agasi, near the 
eastern entrance of the Inland Sea. The second is a view of the 
harbour of Osima, with its singular natural breakwater of rocks. The 
last is a specimen of the curious boats employed by the Japanese in 
the whale-fishery along that coast.

WHILE preparing for the readers 
of the ILLUsTRATED LonpDoN

When 
lady-patients, taking a walk, are 
suddenly surrounded by a hurry- 
ing and shouting crowd, in the 
middle of which, as they escape, 
they behold their medical adviser, 
in quaint attire, rushing to pick 
up stones in his mouth, an early 
termination of the relations be- 
tween the healer and his patients 
is not impossible.

Through this construction the ex- 
terior of the room assumes a 
cruciform shape; and three of the 
members of the cross are treated 
as apses — viz., east, north, and 
south. The fourth, a main front, 
consists of a large gable about 
90 ft. high, to be flanked on one 
side by the tower, and on the other 
by the sessions house. The centre 
front consists below of an arcade, 
having a large central arch with 
two smaller arches on each side. 
Above these are two two-light 
windows, with tracery in the heads; 
and above this again is the large 
wheel window, which is 28 ft. in 
diameter. The stonework of the 
gable above this is radiated, the ra- 
diations being formed of chequered 
stonework of dark green, white, 
and red stone. The tower will 
consist of a massive porch at the 
foot, and will then rise quite plain 
to the top story of the tower. This 
will be elaborated with pinnacles at 
the angles and a two-light window 
on each face. From this the spire 
will rise to a height of about 190 ft. 
The sessions house is a circular 
building, of the height of the main 
wall of the church, and is finished 
with a conical roof, to be ter- 
minated by an elaborate finial. 
The lower part of the sessions 
house forms the arcade with 
arches. Above this are two-light 
windows. The lower arches and 
two-light windows are connected 
by pilasters surmounted by a 
pointed arch. In the eastern facit 
and the apse behind the pulpit is a 
large three-light window of double 
columns, with tracery in the heads. 
All the capitals and arches are 
enriched, some with conventional 
and some with naturalistic foliage. 
The vestry is an octagon, at the 
north-east side of the church, and 
is surmounted by an octangular 
roof, which rises in two divisions to 
a considerable height.

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of Mr. Pilkington, for the congregation of the Rev. 
J. H. Wilson, removed from the Fountainbridge Free 
Church, is the subject of one of our Illustrations. It 
may be remembered that a few years the sum 
of £10,000 was bequeathed by the late Miss Barclay, 
of Edinburgh, for. the purpose of erecting a church 
for the accommodation of one of the Free Church con- 
gregations of the city, the choice of such ——_- 
gation being vested in the trustees of the fund. e 
congregation of the Fountainbridge Free Church, having 
increased very rapidly in numbers, was the one se- 
lected. By the terms of Miss Barclay’s will the 
con tion were bound to build a church accordng 
to the plans approved by the trustees, and to provide 
all necessary funds beyond the amount of the legacy. 
A site was purchased at the north-west corner of Brunts- 
field Links, and towards this part of the work the con- 
gregation contributed between £2000 and £3000, About 

years ago the trustees requested a number of 
architects to furnish designs for the proposed church ; 
and that of Mr, Pilkington was preferred. The site, 
being of an irregular shape, and not very spacious, 
presented some difficulties, The architect laid it out by 
first providing a central space for the congregation, 
and then attaching the tower, entrances, and offices as 
the ground admitted ; and so well has he adapted him- 
self to circumstances that the only portions of the site 
uncovered are a few oddly-shaped angles, measuring 
altogether but a few square yards. The body of the 
church is oval in shape, with an angular projection at 
one of its sides. Opposite this prosection the platform 
is placed, and the pews, which are ranged in three 
stages, one above and behind the other, form concentric 
lines on the platform. ‘The interior being so large—8?2 ft. 
long by 90 ft. wide—Mr. Pilkington has resorted to the 
same arrangement which he adopted in the church at 
Irvine. By this plan, four massive stone pillars are intro- 
duced for the support of the roof, which is cruciform. One 
of the pillars stands on each side of the platform, and the 
others rise from among the pews. Beneath the second 
stage of pews a wide passage runs, from which access is 
obtained to the central division of the lower range of 
pews, and beneath the er stage is a large school- 
room. By an arrangement of sliding screens, the passage 
and school-room may be opened to the church, and thus 
afford accommodation for nearly a thousand additional 
hearers, All the divisions of the church may be entered 
by one door, but each has a separate exit, making nine 
in all. By the introduction of a series of passages and 
side-doors, any member of the congregation may reach 
his seat without walking above half a dozen steps after 
he enters the body of the church. The interior is lined 
throughout with wood, painted light green. The roof, 
70 ft. high, is open, and the beams, converging in the 
ceutre, are supported by an iron rod. Immediately above 
the platform the ceiling is richly painted and gilded, but 
the other portions are merely stained and varnished. 
The light, which is well distributed, is softened by 
the green cathedral glass with which the windows are 
filled. The external appearance of the church is 
sufficiently represented by our Engraving. The tower 
and spire at once arrest attention by their great 
elevation and massiveness, and the elegance of their out- 
line and details. The tower is situated at the north- 
west angle of the main building, and consists of a 
basement and two stories. In its front is the principal 
entrance to the church, a gableted porch, 54 ft, in 
height and 18ft. in breadth, supported on a pair of 
shafts at each side, and containing two doorways sur- 
mounted by a pointed arch, and ted by a group 
of shafts bearing carved capitals. The spire rises toa 
height of 265 ft. from the pavement—the same height 
as that of Chichester Cathedral. It forms a striking 
object in the vista of the Lothian-road, looking from 
Princes-street ; it rises with peculiar dignity and grace 
above the foliage of the Meadows. On the east 
side of the tower, facing the north, is a massive 


gable, divided into two stages, the lower stage occu-° 


pied by an arcade of three lofty pointed arches, 
each of which contains a trefoil-pointed arched window, 
surmounted by a quatrefoil light. The second stage 
contains a circular window, 22ft. in diameter, filled 
with geometric tracery and surmounted by an arched 
canopy resting on piers at the angles of the gable. The 
arch of the canopy is decorated by a fringe formed of 
red and white stones alternately. This gable is an im- 
posing feature in the design, being 99ft.in height. A 
cireular tower which flanks the gable is surmounted by 
a lofty slated spire. This spire is ornamented by spiral 
bands of green slate, and is designed to form in the east 
elevation a connecting link between the body of the 
building and the great tower. On the whole, this struc- 
ture must be deemed an ornament tothe city of Edinburgh,

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OPENING OF SOUTHWARK BRIDGE 
TOLL FREE. 


THE sketch we have engraved represents the scene which 
took place at the end of Southwark Bridge on Tuesday 
week, about noon, when the Lord Mayor, in full state 
and dignity, accompanied by the Lady Mayoress, and 
attended by the mace and sword bearers, drove over 
the bridge, to celebrate its opening, for a period of six 
months at least, free of toll for the public use. The 
members of the Bridge-house Estate Committee attended 
in their carriages. Among others present were Mr. T. 
Webber, the chairman; Mr. Alderman J. C. Lawrence, 
Mr. Alderman Phillips, Mr. Alderman Salomons, M.P., 
Mr. Alderman Gibbons, and several members of the 
Court of Common Council. They were received by the 
chairman and directors of the Bridge Company, including 
Mr. F. H. Brandram, Mr. Carter, Mr. W. Pott, and others. 
Upon the arrival of the Lord Mayor and the various 
civic officials on the City side of the bridge, the directors 
of the company advanced to meet them, and the chair- 
man briefly thanked his Lordship for his kindness in 
opening the bridge. He Lordship replied that it gave 
him great pleasure in assisting at the ceremony, as he 
felt sure that the bridge would, when opened free of toll, 
greatly facilitate the passage of traffic to and from the 
City, and so prove of essential benefit to the public. 
The temporary barrier was then removed, and the 
Lord Mayor and members of the Bridge-house 
Committee drove over the bridge to the Southwark 
side, and turned round.

Opened by the chairman and directors of the 
Southwark Bridge Company, in the presence of the 
Right Hon. William Lawrence, the Lord Mayor, and 
the chairman and members of the Honourabie the Bridge- 
house Committee of the corporation of London.” This 
notice was again read after the removal of the barrier on 
the City side. The terms upon which this expennment 
of a free opening has been arranged are already known 
to our readers—the Bridge Company having agreed to 
let the Corporation have the public use of the bridge 
free of toll for a space of six months for the sum of 
£1834, or for twelve months for £2750, the Bridge Com- 
pany undertaking all necessary repairs of roads, &c., 
during either the six months or the year. 
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NEW RIFLE VOLUNTEER BARRACKS AT 
HULL. 
THE ist East York Rifle Volunteers have lately built 
themselves a commodious barrack-house at the back of 
Elm-tree-avenue, in the town of Hull. Our Engraving, 
from a photograph by Mr. 8. Greenwood Hudson, repre- 
sents this building, which was formally opened on the 
17th ult., when the corps left their old barracks and 
parade-ground in Alfred-street, and marched to their 
new quarters with full military parade, followed by their 
luggage upon —— each of which, drawn by three 
horses, was driven by a man dressed in a scarlet frock. 
Having reached the parade-ground attached to their new 
barracks, they formed in line and saluted their regimental 
colours with a feu de joie, three hearty cheers, and the 
music of “God Save the Queen.” This performance 
was followed by a dinner—at which the Right 
Hon. Lord Londesborough presided—in the barrack- 
room. The company included the Mayor and Sheriff 
of Hull, the two borough members, and several 
officers of the Army and Navy, with other gen- 
tlemen. Among the ladies in the gallery were Lady 
Londesborough and her mother, the Dowager Duchess of 
Beaufort. Lieutenant-Colonel Pease, the acting com- 
mander of the corps, in the course of his speech at the 
dinner-table, stated that the building in which they were 
now assembled, the foundation-stone of which was laid 
in February last, had cost them £2200. The funds which 
were gathered at the bazaar amounted to £1300; and 
there was a deficiency existing of £900, which he trusted their towns- 
men would help them to defray. Through the liberality of the late 
Miss Broadley, they had made advantageous terms for their parade- 
ground, the area of which was 8542 yards. The amount still required 
to purchase it was £1993, They had agreed to pay an annual
